paid. He was opposed to that and hoped 
the electors would show their disapproval 
at the polls on Wednesday. 

Mr. Brecon congratulated the people of 
Napanee for one thing anyway, and it was 
that they were now taking an interest in 
school matters It would be an impossi¬ 
bility to get such a meeting as this together 
some years ago. He did not know exactly 
ssthat the public expected him to say this 
evening. While be had been school trustee 
he had endeavored to make the schools 
more efficient. Fault had been found that 
a Urge number of pupils did not pass Ust 
midsummer. He dia not know how the 
board were to be held responsible for that, 
At was between the pupils and the teachers. 
The papers, he heard, were difficult. But 
what had the board to do with that. It is 
also said the salaries should not have been 
increased. The board thought it was in 
the interest of tbe school to advance the 
salaries of four teachers. These had to be 
specialists, aud were somewhat difficult to 
obtain. They found it difficult to get peo¬ 
ple to fill these positions with teachers who 
had a record, and did not want to be left 
without teachers. The question was put 
to the teachers therefore whether they in 
tended to remain, and were me$ with a re 
quest for higher salaries. The board un¬ 
derstood the principal Mr. Henry was 
offered $1500 per year to go elsewhere, 
Inducements were also held out to 
another teacher to go elsewhere. The sal 
ariee were therefore increased. This was 
tbe difficulty they had to faoe. Either 
break up the staff or advance the sa'aries 
He thought it would be conceded that it 
was a difficult task to obtain fit teachers. 
They believed they had an excelleut staff, 
equal to any in the provinoe. It is stated 
that a janitor was engaged at a hundred 
dollars a year more than was necessary. 
He was net aware of such being the case. 
He was paid $200 per year. The janitor in 
Desexonto gets a dollar a day the year 
round. He did not think the board could 
be unfavorably criticised for paying no more 
than is paid in other schools near. In De- 
Heron to they did not think they were doing 
wrong wbe« the principal’s salary was in¬ 
creased to $1400. As to the public schools, 
.a very small advance had been made io 
salaries, and were merited. Tbe salaries 
at which some of the ladies were engaged 
was certainly small, being fiom $225 to 
$300. A high school teacher was more 
difficult to obtain than a public school 
teacher. The position of a high sohool 
trustee was not a renumeratrve one so far 
as he was concerned In answer to a ques¬ 
tion Mr. Preston said the teachers werY 
engaged before the result of the late exam¬ 
inations were known. 

Mr. Herrington said it was rathsr a 
humiliating oonfession for a trustee to 
make that be did not know what this meet¬ 
ing was-called for. He was not present to 
go into personalities, but was a candidate 
on principles.* He was a candidate in the 
West Ward, and was asked some days ago 
if he was in aocord with the present school 
board. He said he was not. He was not 
fighting Mr. Preston only. The present 
elections were only tbe beginning of the 
end. In turn all the trustees roald be 
opposed. It was surprising! to see how 
with oue ocoord they were all helping each 
other now. They knew what was on foot. 
It had been said of himself that he oould 
not qualify as school trustee. If the elect¬ 
ors would sec to his election he would see 
that the qualification was all right. The 
high school when proposed was to have 
been built for $12,000. It has cost some¬ 
where about (26,000. When 
building was propoeed it was stated tVi a 
saving on salaries could be effected. Tbe 
saving is this way—$8400 was paid in sal¬ 
aries in the old school, in the new one the 
salaries are $4900. He h*d written a few 
questions, and desired that they might be 
answered ;

not received more than $28,000. He 
olaimed the town council did not pay over to 
tbe board the money they should have done. 
He thought when charges were made 
against them of being extravagant that 
some comparison should be made between 
different schools. Compared with New¬ 
burgh high sohool the cost per pupil was 
lower in Napanee than in Newburgh. Then 
they had Deeeronto, and here again the 
average cost per pupil was higher than in 
Napanee. Some people think the high 
school trustees spend nearly all their taxes 
when in iaot more money is spent on 
streets than on the high sohool. Sohool 
boards labor under severe difficulties in 
keeping up a staff of competent teachers. 
Withlregard to the salary of the secretary, 
it was raised to $150. He got none of that 
money, although he acted for Mr. Curlette 
while he was siok. So far as the cost of 
each pupil in attendance, he claimed Na¬ 
panee was very low,. In building the Na¬ 
panee sohool the trustees thought it was 
better to put up a large building at onoe, so 
that it might do for yearfi, and be able to 
give accommodation sufficient for the whole 
oounty. It was a question, it seemed to 
him, whether the sohoolsl should be main¬ 
tained in a state of efficiency or whether a 
retrograde movement waslto now begin. 

Mr. Jamieson said he\had listened to 
what had b«en said, and had come to tbe 
oonolusion that twelve men equal to the 
school board would be hat'd to find. He 
moved that the meeting e/pres3 their full 
confidence in the board, and thank them 
for past services. Mr. \Vright seconded 
the motion. Tbe motion carried. 

Mr. Oibbard was rather opposed to the 
school board grant, but having seen the 
building he was better satisfied. 

Mr. McCay was next heard by request. 
He said be did not come to speak." He did 
not oall the meeting, and did not know 
how it was called. When the new building 
was proposed he said $12000 was not enough. 
At the time when the $6,000 was asked for, 
Mr. Symington moved that they be granted 
$8,000. Time has showed that the $8,000 
would not be enough. The building was 
not completed yet. Mr. Easton, as treas¬ 
urer, had only $30, and Mr. Curlette, as 
secretary, $50. But when Mr. Easton 
would not allow the board to overdraw, he 
was dismissed, and Mr. Curlette given 8150. 
He was as much in favor of good schools 
as anybody, and was in favor of economy 
also. 

Mr. Pruyn said he felt somewhat hard 
toward the sohool board. The board had 
not kept faitb with the publio. That was 
what he bad against the board. The board 
said they should be judged by results, and 
to his mind the results did not justify 
a raise of salaries, but tbe raise was 
made. He was always willing to ad¬ 
vance the cause of education, as 
far as his means would permit, but this 
board certainly had been extravagant, and 
he was prepaied to help put them out. 

Mr. Aylsworth said he believed the trus¬ 
tees had not made fair representations to 
the public. That they had deceived the 
town council and the ratepayers. 

Mr. Madole said he had been lold by the 
board that $12,500 would finish the build¬ 
ing and equip the school, and that was the 
reason he voted for the expenditure. 

A unanimous vote of tnauks was tender¬ 
ed to Mr. Deroche for his impartial conduct 
in tho chair.

SOME KILLED AND MANY ARE BADLY 
WOUNDED 

A Itow in Kentucky ‘Hint should >luk« 

Dnnlnl Hooiik With l!im«elf Hack 

from the Happy Hunting Ground* F.or 

a Few Minnies, 

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 4. -The bloodiest 
fight in Magoffin County history took pluce 
yesterday about one mile from Salersville. 
There were 8 or 10 of tho county’s best 
known citizens engnued on each side, armed 
with repeating rifles and navy pistols. 
The trouble, which had its inception in a 
trivial matter the day before, culminated ■ 
in a pitched battle. 

.John Davis was killed l*y a pistol shot; 
'V r- Deskiug, constuble, was fatally 
wounded. 

Montcville Peeking, justice of tho pence, 
has not been found since the light, but ho 
left a bloody trail on the snow through a 
woodland near tho scene of the tragedy and 
is supposed to he fatally wounded. 

Shepherd Cole, coroner of tho county, re¬ 
ceived some fearful blows with a club and 
may die. 

Bryce Patrick was shot through the 
bowels and is reported to be dying. 

W. T. Patrick received a idle ball along 
the right side of bis bead, but may re¬ 
cover. 

Reports as to who was immediately 
responsible for tho terrible a ITair are 
conflicting and it is not even known who 
fired the fatal shots. Dug. Risner and 
Samuel Risner were brought here this 
morning by Coroner Cole, eburgud with 
assault on W. T. Deskiug. The coroner 
made u guard of tho persons 
who were identified with thn 
prosecution, and for whose protection 
the warrant was issued. This was resented 
by the friends of the prisoners anil both 
sides came to town heavily armed. 

The prisoners were arraigned before 
Police Judge George H. Gardner, and the 
commonwealth not being ready for trial 
they were released under bonds. 

Some loud talking on the part of one of 
the Risners very nearly precipitated a 
fight in town about 2 o’clock, but prompt 
interference of the authorities prevented it. 
The fight took place an hour later. No ar¬ 
rests have been made, and it is feared that 
another fight is imminent. 


AN OTTAWA DtTECTlVE- 

Take-, n .short Cut to the Hnppy Hunting 
| Ground*. 

Ottawa, Jan. 4. —The dead body of 
Detective Harry Montgomery, swinging 
from a crossbar in his own back kitchen, 
with his foet almost touching tho floor, a 
small cord, about the size generally used 
around tea chests when imported, around 
his nock, and a chair standing close by, was 
the scene which met the brother-in-law of 
the dead man early this morning. 

It was, without doubt, a case of care* 
fully premeditated self destruction. He 
was seen late last evolving and seemed to be 
sober, but was drinking considerably for 
some lime past. 

He was for years connected with the 
police force, being raised to the position of 
detective, which ho also tilled tor several 
years, until discharged about a year ago, 
owing to inattention to duty through 
drink.'

EGYPTIAN TROOPS ARE HAVING A 
LIVELY CAMPAIGN. 


Captain Fyue of (the British Maff Among 
the Killed—The Dervlshee Were Re¬ 
pulsed With Heavy Loss— 45 Kgyptlone 
and an Officer Killed. 

Cairo, Jan. 4.—The body of dervishes 
which recently attacked Gemai, near 
Wady-Haifa, was overtaken near Ambigot 
yesterday by a detachment of Egyptian 
cavalry and a fierce battle ensued. 

The dervishes, who greatly outnumbered 
the Egyptians, made several furious on¬ 
slaughts on the Government troope, but 
were finally repuloed with heavy lots. 
Many dervishes were slain. 

Capt. Pyne of the British staff and 45 
Egyptians, including an officer, were killed 
and many others were wounded. 

A detachment of Egyptian cavalry with 
British otlicers have arrived at Ambigot 
since the battle took ploee, and further re¬ 
inforcements have been despatched to the 
scene of the conflict. 


COLD IN AUSTRIA. 

Filed Tea or Twelve Feet High In Vienna 
City. 

Vienna. Jan. 4.—Violent snow storms 
have prevailed throughout Austria and 
Hungary all day. All kinds of traffic have 
been impeded and scores of villages have 
been completely isolated. All the Imperial 
shooting parties in Styria have been post¬ 
poned indefinitely.

ABOUT THE UMBRIA. 

The Ctinard Company Vindicate tho Action 
of tho Onlllre. 

London', Jan. 4.—The Canard Company 
have issued un ofliciul statement of the 
Gallia-Unibria incident. In this statement 
Capt. Ferguson of tho Gallia says that 
when his steamer approached tho Umbria 
ho saw a steamer lying in proximity to her, 
blowing off steam. The Umbria was lying 
like a duck in the water, and formed a per¬ 
fect picture of security, while the Gallia 
was rolling heavily. On reading tho signal, 
“shaft brciken," Capt. Ferguson consulted 
with his chief engineer. 

The latter otticer was satisfied from the 
next signal, “Ready to proceed to-mor¬ 
row,.” that tho Umbria was in no danger 
whatever and that there were some weeks’ 
more provisions ahonrd for nil the passen¬ 
gers and crew. Captain Ferguson, the re¬ 
port continues, had to consider his own 
position, with tho prospect of easterly 
weather leaving him an insufficient margin 
in his coal supply. Should he, it asks, have 
expended a considerable portion ot his fuel 
in standing by tho Umbria for one and pos¬ 
sibly two days ? 

HOT 8COTCH WORK. 

State Aid For Kmlgratlon Has Been

London, Jan. 4.—The outgoing of Lord 
Salisbury’s administration and the incom¬ 
ing of that of Mr. Gladstone has quite up- 
set the policy and plans of state-aided emi¬ 
gration.

Con 
tinuing, “there never was a time when the 
dosing of that honored and useful institu 
tion was less likely," and in order to en¬ 
deavor to add force to these statements he 
gives a clause from the inspector’s report. 
Let us look into this report. “I have to 
report of this school that it is in a more 
prosperous condition than on the occasion 
of any of my previous visits." This is not 
saying much when we learn that previous 
to this only two teachers were employed." 
“The em&oynient of* a third teacher has 
rendered better organization possible, and 
the head master has organized accordingly." 
How ludierwis this does appear. Imagine 
a high school with the pretentions of this 
said school with only two teachers. As 
regard the pupils leaving Napaneo Colleg¬ 
iate Institute and going to the Newburgh 
high school to finish ^heir ’Education, this 
is a piece of egotism. Every person is 
supposed to be a free agent and having a 
will of their own, and if they prefer to go 
to Newburgh to attend school than to at¬ 
tend a far better institution, (see inspector’s 
report in same paper) it is their own 
own private business. Last December 
in the County Council the abolish¬ 
ment of the Newburgh high school was 
brought up, not only by “Napanee’s tem¬ 
porary public men" but by other members 
of the council. The feeling is rapidly 
growing and no matter what Geo. Anson 
may write he is not influential enough to 
keep the Newburgh high school open if the 
County Council decide to close. The ques¬ 
tion of unnecessary expenses is involved 
and this will tell every time. Ho draws a 
comparison between those attending the 
two institutions, i. e. that the Institute is 
more than half filled by town pupils, while 
the proportion of county pupils attending 
the Newburgh high school is, and has been 
for years, three from outside to $he from 
within the village. Ha ! ha ! What an 
extremely large place the village of New¬ 
burgh is (?) where they have ono pupil 
attending the school to three from outside. 
Not only is Napanee contending against 
Newburgh but a percentage of the county. 

Wo are all very well aware Newburgh 
is a quiet place and that pupils can remain 
undisturbed at their studies. As far as 
pupils being cast on their own resources, I 
wonder waB Geo. A. over his own chief 
teacher. All the schools in the county are 
not high schools, and from this two higher 
educational institutions are too many for 
the county, when the Napanee Collegiate 
Institute is so far superior to the Newburgh 
high school. I may say here that Now 
butgfa high school has seen better days.
